The application has been amended as follows:

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
respectfully agrees with Applicants' arguments on pages 13-16 of their amendment filed 
November 3, 2005 stating that none of the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, is seen 
to teach or suggest the particular structure of the wheeled carriage as recited in independent 
claims 1 and 1 8 in combination with a transverse control shaft which is lowered relative to the 
wheeled base as recited in claim 1 and wherein a rotational force component rotating the 
transverse control shaft and a linear downwardly directed force component assists in downward 
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movement of the at least one auxiliary wheel as explicitly recited in claim 18. Since claim 3 
(which was indicated in the prior Office action filed July 29, 2005 as containing allowable 
subject matter) has also been rewritten in independent form, independent claim 1 1 has been 
rewritten to overcome the minor claim objection noted in the prior Office action, remaining 
claims 2, 4-10, 12-17 and 19-24 are dependent upon claims 1, 3, 1 1 and 18, and an updated 
search of the prior art did not yield any other references pertinent to Applicants' claims, it is 
considered that the application is currently in full and proper condition for allowance.
